The lesson for us concerning God's blessings: 

1. The blessing of God may not come from the source 
that we expect it to. Sometimes, it is right under our 
feet. 

2. The blessing of God may not come in the form we 
expect. We may be surprised at what God labels as a 
"blessing." 

3. The blessing of God may not be complete when it is 
first received. We are saved unto good works, 
meaning that we are called to use the resources of 
God to produce the blessing we desire.
